Ottawa, Feb. 9, (CP)—Lifeguards 
of the Air Force performing mon- 
otonous but vital work are the air- 
sea rescue squadrons of the RAF.

showing that 8,385 borrowers last year 

used the library or fifty-five per cent of 

the city’s population. With the addition of 

587 new readers last year the number of 
_ pookg borrowed has increased more than 

four thousand to 104,929, j 

With so large a borrowing list the 
library has become a veritable mecca of 
readers and borrowers and there isa 
steady flow of borrowings and returns. 

Fiction naturally leads ag it has always 
done, yet there is a growing demand for 
non-fiction works such as books on world 
travel, science and. inspirational and re- 
creational :works, The adult division 

_ showed total borrowings of 13,492 books 
in 1942 in which the lead was taken by 
travel 2,502, with biography second with 

2,441, while history stood third 2,160, 

literature fourth 2,048, useful arts 1,618, 

fine arts 1,127, while other types of non- 

fictional reading were in this order, social 
science, . philosophy, pure science and 
religion and general works. Adult fiction 
readerg borrowed 64,182 books. The 

total borrowing by adults was 77,674. 

Fairy stories hold their own. These 
perpetual favorites of boys and girls led 
all classes of reading by the young, whose 
imagination romps through the pages of 
these books picturing the romantic world, 
so fresh and new and ever-expanding in 
interest to the young and eager minds. 

, Fairy storiestaken out numbered no fewer 
_ than 1,482, The books second in interest 
show that in this era there is a tremend- 
ous stress placed on the interests under 
the name of “useful arts.” Boys and girls 
of today are not unacquainted with the 
industrial world: and the world of mech- 
anics, and the homes in which they live. 

There were 1,248 books of this type issued 

for home reading. In third place favored 

by the young were nature study books 

with 1,001 borrowings, The education of 

today hag rightly thrown emphasis on the 

world in which we live and to the average 

boy and girl the life of nature in story 

form is irresistible, Literature borrowings 
x were 863 in number, travel which has a 
powerful appeal claimed the attention of 
882 borrowers. History made a good 
showing with 445 works, fine arts 426 
and biography 400. Bible stories and the 
stories of mythology were borrowed 210 
times. : 

But the young readers of Belleville like 
their parents and older. brothers and 
sisterg are zeaders of fiction for they took 
18,197 works, . 

The, reading of the adults is a larger 
proportion of ‘fiction than among the 
boys and girls. About 82.5 per cent of 
adult reading is in fiction, while for the 
boys and girls fiction amounts to slightly 
over 71 per cent.

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Reformatory, Gaol Population 

The annual report of prisons and 
reformatories for the Province of Ontario 
in-the year ending March Sist., 1942, 
shows that the males in the Ontario 

-Reformatory and Burwash Farm are more 
than two thirds single, while. the inmates 
of the Mercer Reformatory for girls and 
women numbered 141 married and 1383 
single. Iliterates in these reformatories 
were few in number as compared with the 
number of prisoners, namely 185 to 2,557 
with elementary education, 684 with high 
schoo] education and 45 with college and 
university training. 1,182 are listed as 
intemperate, 1,158 as moderate in the 
use of intoxicants and 486 as abstainers. 
Listed as to the use of drugs are 42 
addicts against 3,429 abstainers. 

One of the striking facts is that under 
“criminal history” 2,127 were in for more 
than the third time, 344 for the third time, 
386 for the second and 599 for the first 
time in the reformatory. . ‘ SES’. 

In the groups as to age the-report 
indicates conditions in five-year ‘periods, 
The largest group is that of boys 15-19 
years, the next largest is the immediate 
five-year period thereafter, 20 to 24 years. 
The group 25-29 years is third in number. 
From 30-34 years the number of offend- 
ers drops considerably, then advances 
slightly in the years 35-39 and then 
mountg rather steeply in the period 40-44. 
Thereafter there is a decrease with each 
succeeding period. : 

According to the report of C.F. 
Neelands, the Deputy Provincial Secre- 
tary, “about fifty percent of our prison- 
ers are mental defectives, who even in 
times when work is abundant and pay 
steady atid good, are unstable and irre- 
sponsible and many of them repeat to 
prison.” 

The parole board reports a decided 
improvement, with the rehabilitation of 
many persons sentenced to indeterminate 
terms in the reformatories. The number 
paroled was 454 men and 93 women and 
the number of total failures was 48, of 
whom 40 were paroled during the fiscal 
year‘and 8. paroled previous to March 
31st., 1941, 

Now in the county gaols of Ontario, the 
proportionate number of men to women 
is outstandingly large, 24,806 men to 
2.419 women. Again in these gaols almost 
two thirds were unmarried and more than 
twe thirds were intemperate while those 
who can read and write outnumbered the 
illiterate by 26,305 to 920. 

With regard to the gaols it is seen that 
first offenders outnumber other classifi- 
cations, namely 55.5 per cent, second 
offenders 14.3 per cent, third offenders 
8.1 per cent and offenders for more than 
the third time 22.1 per cent. 

For reformatories and prisons for the 
year ending March 3lst., 1942, there has 
been a sharp decrease in the prison popu- 
lation ‘from 25,622 persons sentenced 
the yearthefore to 19,652. This is the third 
year of declining prisoner population.

President Roosevelt’s broadcast’ the 
other night carried the confidence of the 
democracies of their victory-over the Axis 
powers: with triumphal marches through 
the three enemy capitals of Berlin, Rome 
and Tokyo. It carried the President’s fine 
and glowing appreciation of the men of 
the American army, navy and merchant 
marine and of the men who in the naval 
bases islands and throughout ‘the world 
who are worthy of the great faith imposed 
in them and of.the workers. ‘In every 
battalion, in every ship’s crew you will 
find every kind of American citizen repre- 
senting every occupation, every section, 
every origin, every religion, every politi- 
cal viewpoint, Ask them, he said, what 
they are fighting for and every one of 
them will say, “I am_ fighting for my 
country.” When they are asked what that 
means, there would be a wide range of 
“answers but they all amount to the same 
thing, they are fighting for freedom. 

“And today,”.said the President, “the 
personal freedom of every American and 
his family depends and in the future will 
increasingly depend, upon the freedom of 
his neighbors in other lands .. . . For to- 
day the whole world is one brotherhood.” 

On this the President stated that “un- 
less the peace that follows recognizes 
that the whole world ig one neighborhood 
and does justice to the whole human race, 
the germs of another world war remain ag 
a constant threat to mankind.” 

Mr. Roosevelt showed to the American 
people that the enemy are trying hard to 
sell untruths of propaganda but American 
troops “know that even'if you pile a lot of 
molehills of deception one on top-of the 
other you still cannot make a mountain 
big enough or solid enough to fool many 
people or to block the road to victory and 
to an effective peace.” 

The Axis army in Tunisia is to be driven 
into the sea, the President said. He made 
-- it clear that there was not only co-oper- 
! ation but active collaboration between the 

United Nations. This wag his answer to 
the enemy. The consequences of Allied 
Victory in North Africa are vast—“they 
are actual invasions of the continent of 
Europe, The enemy must be hit hard and 
so hard from so many directions that he 
never knows which is his bow and which 
hig stern.” 
j There was the assurance given that the 
i overrun populationg of Europe today shall 
: be the masters of their destiny. “There 
must be no doubt anywhere that it is the 
‘unalterable purpose of the United 
Nations to restore to conquered peoples 
their sacred rights.” To Frenchmen Mr. 
Roosevelt held out the pledge that “once 
the triumphant armies of the United 
Nationg have expelled the common foe, 
Frenchmen will be represented by a gov- 
ernment of their own popular choice,” 
That choice, he said, will be a free one for 
“no nation that is free to make a choice is 
going to set: itself up under the Fascist 
form of government or the Nazi form of 
government or the Japanese war lord 
i form of government. -

To think that such is 
possible shows how frantic the enemy is. 
The Allied policy against all the Axis 
powers is “unconditional surrender.”

What 
she hag done in this war — quietly, un- 
boastingly as_ is her wont — has sur- 
prised no one who knew English char- 
acter, English stamina and English his- 
tory. Imaginative writers have men- 
tioned various moments* at which the 
blundering bully of Berlin lost the war 
and his chance to conquer and enslave 
the world; but those who take long 
views of things and recognize the pri- 
mal forces which have shaped the des- 
tiny of nations since the disintegration 
ofthe Roman Empire, will agree that 
the doom of Germany's despotic ambi- 
tion was sealed on the day that Bri- 
tain’s councilors wheeled that natio 
into line with the forces of freedom.—

Complete Utilization of Canada's Manpower 
and Womanpower is Essential to Victory 


NATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE CIVILIAN REGULATIONS provide measures to assist 
in complete utilization of manpower and womanpower. Workers and employers are urged 
to familiarize themselves with the Regulations and assist the war effort by carrying them 
out. Under Order in Council P.C. 246, January 19, 1943, ail civilian regulations have been 
consolidated and revised, Main features of National Selective Service Regulations now, 


stand as follows:—= 


COVERAGE 

Employees: Regulations cover persons of either, scx 
from 16 to 64 years of age inclusive, except for the following: 
provincial employees; armed services; persons in fishing, fish 
processing, hunting or trapping; clergymen; registered nurses, 
probationers and practical nurses; school, college and unirere 


sity teachers; domestic servants in private homes with only. 


one employed; school students employed after school; em- 
ployees in respect of part-time subsidiary employment; and 
any person employed for 3 days or less in 2 calendar week, by 
the same emplhyer. Apcivontt workers are covered by 
special péovisions, not by the general isons, a8 also are 
“technical personnel.” = 5 tied 

Employers: Generally, the Regulations cover. any per- 
son, firm o¢ other employer, with one or more “covered”

EMPLOYERS MUST— 

In Engaging Employees: (1) refrain from discussing 
employment with a prospective employee i 
to do so by a National Selective Service Officer; (b) notify 
the nearest employment office of any need for additional 
employees; (¢) secure permission from an employment office 
to advertise for workers, 

If Having Surplus Workers: (2) notify the employ- 
ment office of intention to discharge or lay off employees; 
(b) notify of intention to retain employees not actually 
required. 

Vf Intending to Discharge or Lay Off Employoes: 
Give employees 7 days’ notice in prescribed form, a 
National Selective Service Officer, after’ application, its 
a reduction of this period, or unless in the building” con- 
struction industry.

Agriculeural workers are covered by specsal provisions, 
Unless authorized by 2 National Selective Service Officer, 
persons regarded as “workers in agriculcure™ may only accept 
employment outside that industry to a maximum of 60 days 
within 2 calendar year without permit, but only outside urban 
municipalities of over 3,000 population. 


TECHNICAL PERSONNEL ? 
Persons considered 2s “Technical Personnel’ rzy only 
accept employment or be engaged wader special permit. 


LABOUR EXIT PERMITS 
Persons desiring to ¢ employment outside Cameds 
must apply for permission at employment office. 


PENALTIES AND APPEALS | 

Penalties are provided for non-compliznce with these 
Regulations, and with orders issued thereunder. However, 
appeals against rulings and directions may be made to a 
Court of Referees (formerly to a National War Scrvices 
Board). 


NATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS 
* ARE AUTHORIZED TO— 

(a) Give persons unemployed for 7 consecutive days, or 
in part-time employment for 14 days, written direction to 
report for interview or accept specific work; (b) exercise 
discretion in the issue of permits to seck or accept work, to 
ensure that workers’ services are utilized to the best possible 
advantage; (c) authorize employed persons to transfer, after 
7 days’ notice, to more essential work, on the understanding 
that, if feasible, they will subsequently be re-instated in 
original employment; (d) oa request of an employer or 
employee, reduce the 7 days’ notice period, in prescribed 
circumstances, and consistent with the Regulations.

f cent idealism that he bequeathed to the 
; world. 

is It has been said that Baden-Powell 


made a greater contribution to the youth 
of the world through the Scout Move- 
ment than ‘any Qther man - in world 
history. Certainly few men have influ- 
enced the lives of so many. It is estimated 
. that since the Boy Scout movement came 
into’ being in 1908 no less than 25 
million boys: have passed through its 
ranks. At the present time there are three 
million boys, in nearly forty countries 
taking part in the Scout programme. 

It ig not difficult to assess the value of 
the movement when one realizes the tre- 
mendous influence that it must have had 

By upon the world. Baden-Powell’s idea of 
€ the Scout “Good Turn”. has made an in- 
f calculable contribution-to good neighbor- 
liness. If the 25 million boys who have 
passed through the movement had only 
performed one good turn each, the world 
would bean infinitely better place be- 
cause of it. But the Scout ideal ig a good 
turn every day, so that the actual volume 
of good deeds would be difficult to assess 
in figures. : : 

Baden-Powell was a great goldier,—the 
hero of the Siege of Mafeking in the Boer 
War,—but his greatest contribution to 
the world has been his movement tolbuild 
world friendship and good citizenship. 
This wag recognized when ‘he was pre- 
sented with the Wateler Peace Prize in 
1987, 

Just before he died in January, 1941, 
Lord Baden-Powellleft this message for 
the Boy Scouts of the world: “The real 
way to happiness is by giving out happi- 
ness to other people. Try and leave this 
world a little better place than you found 
it, and when your time comes to die you 
can die happy in feeling that at any rate 
you have not wasted your time but have 
done your best.” In a similar message to 
the genera] public the Founder of Scout- 
ing said: “Lookng back on a life of over 
80 years, I realize how short life is and 
how little worth while are anger and 
political warfare. The most worth while 
thing ig to try and put a bit of happness 
into the life of others."” 

That was the “philosophy of the man 
who gave tothe world the great Scout 
Movement which in this week of February 
21-27 goes on parade so that the public 
might see it im action, and'learn of the 
great spiritual ideals which have made it 
the largest youth organization the world 
b: hag ever known. 

Two Letters 


Since the people of this age never 
cease to admire the writings‘and speeches 
and witticisms of _Prime Minister

London, Feb, 20 — (CP Cable)— 
The capture by assault of Krasno- 
dar, Voroshilovgrad, Rostoy and 
Kharkov in rapid succession repre- 
sents an amazing triumph for the 
Russians and one evidently result- 
ing more from superior tactics than 
weight of numbers. The effect of 
most immediate importance ts that 
many picked Russlan troops will be 
released for less highly localized 
tasks, 

Soviet troops that took Voroshil- 
ovgrad and Rostov will add weight 
to the direct pursult of Germans 
retreating from the Donets Basin 
and those that captured Kharkov 
will be available to strengthen the 
encircling thrust toward the river 
Dnieper or give fresh impetus to 
the offensive on the Kursk front, 

The amazing mobility displayed 
by the Red Armies is a guarantee 
that there will be no delay in mak- 
ing use of the extra forces now 
avallable. It is also safe to assume 
that the capture of Krasnodar and 
the precarious position of the Ger- 
mans at Novorossisk means that 
the Russian Army in the Western 
Caucasus will soon be available as a 
powerful offensive reserve. 
Nazis Lose Rallways 

The capture of so many great 
railway centres and their connect- 
ing lnes ts bound to have an tm- 
mense, if more delayed, effect on 
development of Russian strategy. All 
the advantage the Germans have 
held in the matter of railway com- 
munications is passing rapidly to 
the Russians and even should the 
spting thaw bring partial suspen- 
sion of offensive operations it will 
give the Russians time to restore the 
broad gauge of captured lines, 

Tt ts quite evident that after the 
disasters on the Don and in the 
Caucasus the Germans still believed 
they could hold last winter’s front 
with the addition of a salient stret- 
ching out toward the Donets and 
possibly also to the Western Cauca- 
sus. To fill the gap left by the 6th 
Army's defeat at Stalingrad and by 
the troops defeated on the Middle 
Don they had of course to rush up 
all immediately available reserves 
to hold the Donets line. They prob-

Shortly After Noon on 
Saturday 
INQUEST HELD 


Central figures in what is bellev- 
ed to be a murder-suicide Killing, 
the throat-slashed bodies of Gor- 
don Morgan, 32, and his twenty-six 
year old wife Sarah, were discover 
ed in a welter of blood at their 
Plainfield home on Saturday. 

Morgan, a C.N.R. brakeman, 
Was discovered lying face down- 
ward in the front room of their 
home by Mack Cronkwright, a 
neighbor, after he failed to notice 
any activity around the house. A 
bloodstained jackknife was found 
near Morgan's body, 

At the end of a trall of blood, 
which led through the kitchen and 
woodshed. to a snowbank fifteen 
feet away, the body of Mrs. Mor- 
gan was found, her head nearly 
severed from her body, A 
was found concealed be- 
neath her body. In the kitchen lay 
a sharp-edged piece of stovewood, 
bloodstained with pleces of hair ad- 
hering to'st. Two scalp wounds on 
the woman indicated that she. was 
struck on the head previous to her 
slaying.

London, Feb. 22 —-(CP) — The

TEAMWORK 


Casablanca has proved not only the 
effectiveness but also the necessity of 
teamwork for the United Nations. Every- 
one has a part in building teamwork, 
whether it be Churchill and Roosevelt, or 
our national leaders on Parliament Hill— 
husband and wife’at home, the fellow be- 
hind the glass door, or the union leader. 

A recent copy of the union paper of a 
Canadian aircraft plant calls on its mem- 
berg to adopt as their slogan for 1943— 
TEAMWORK. They go still further, and 
say how it can be achieved. “This is no 
time to point at the other fellow,” the 
paper states. 

All of us must face up to our own mis- 
takes and pull together. Teamwork is 
more than agreeing on what we like or 
whom we hate. It is not WHO'S right, but 
WHAT'S right. 

One woman, whose husband works long 
hours in-the Halifax Shipyards, decided 
that teamwork for her meant getting up 
to make his breakfast. This had practical 
results because from then on he has never 
missed a day’s work, when before he used 
to take two or three days off a week. 

A union leader built teamwork when 
he apologized to the company official he 
was dealing with for not believing a word 
the official said about conditions-in the 
plant. He said he wanted to put his cards 
on the table from then on, and begin to do 
himself what he expected of the other 
fellow. 

Teamwork began for the head of an 
industry when he admitted he had fired 
two men because he feared their union 
activities would affect his profits, not just 
because there was need to lay men off. 
He made an apology. practical by rein- 
stating them, and even paid them arrears 
in wages. 

Those who build this kind of teamwork 
around them will not only be producing a 
maximum war effort, but they will be 
laying the foundations for a workable 
democracy—Canada’s pattern for a new 
world. — Pull Together Canada,

SHIP LOSSES. LESS 


Washington, Feb, 23. (AP)—The 
Navy Department announced to~- 
day the sinking of a German sub- 
marine in the Atlantic and a 
fapaneSe submarine in the Pacific 
and Navy Secretary Prank Knox 
said that every available weapon 1s 
being used to bring the Atlantic U- 
boat menace under control. 

Knox toki a Press conference 
that generally speaking losses of 
United Nations merchantships in 
the Atlantic have been much lower 
in the last three months but the 
submarine, he said, “most emphat- 
ically still is a very grave menace”. 

The two sinkings announced to-| 
day, Knox said, are not isolated. 
cases but of other subs believed to 
have been successfully attacked at 
least a percentage would have to 
be classified only as “probably 
sunk", The Navy still declines to 
issue the total number of enemy 
subs destroyed or believed to be de- 
stroyed, for security reasons. 

He said he 1s sure that despite the 
U-boats being destroyed the Ger- 
mans are still building them faster 
than they are losing them, - 

In the present situation, he add- 
ed, “there {is nothing on which & 
predicate any sanguine hopes for 
early stoppage or cure of the men- 
ace”, 

“We need to press just as hard 
as ever for construction of destroy- 
ers and escort vessels", he said. 

Knox also said that the co-oper- 
ative use of planes and surface 
ships ts proving effective against 
submarines and that “no measures 
that we are famillar with which 
woukl helpjreduce the sub menace 
are not being used—there Is no 
foolish feeling of complacency 
about this situation”.

Rescued After 26 Days in Lifeboat 
SeamanBelievesinPower of Prayer 


An Atlantic Port, Feb. 23 — (CP) 
—Able Seaman W, R. McRobert be- 
leves in the power of prayer. He 
was one of 26 men from a torpedo- 
ed merchant ship who reached this 
port aboard a destroyer after 12 
days in an open life boat. One man 
died of exposure. 

He prayed, he said, as he and his 
comrades suffered In the wide At- 
lantic and twice his prayers were 
answered, once when an empty 
Norwegian lifeboat drifted along 
and provided them with food, can- 
vas and other supplies, and again 
when the destroyer picked them up. 

The men were in bad shape and 
were taken to hospital but McRob- 
ert, a Royal Navy man who was a 
member of the torpedved ship's gun 
crew, recovered more rapidly than 
others and his story \s recounted in 
a dispatch prepared by Sub-Lt. 
Hugh M. Shaw. 

“We were attacked at night,” Mc- 
Robert sald. “We felt the jar and 
heard the ‘crunch’ when a ship 
somewhere ahead of us in the con- 
voy was torpedoed, There seemed 
to be activity in the darkness near 
us, We went to action stations and 
walted. 

“Then we got it. There was a 
blinding flash that seemed to begin 
in the forward part of the ship and 
sweep back toward the gun plat- 
form. In a few minutes we got the 
order to abandon ship.” 

Boats Away in Calm Sea 
They got two boats away In a 








of the next day sailing on a course 
that would take: them to land. 

“Then,” McRobert sald, “the rud- 
der broke, The sea smashed it and 
we drifted back. After a few hours 
we guessed we weren't far from 
where the convoy had been attack- 
ed. That was a long way from 
land.” ’ 

They began rowing, Part of the 
crew got on the oars and chanted 
snatches of Songs as they pulled. 
Others balled. The waves were slop- 
ping water into the boat. 

“About three or four days after 
we started out,” McRobert related,

Leoted Floating Boat 

“We looted it, took a big sheet of 

canvas, tins of corned beef, sar- 
dines, a few tins of milk and some 
biscuits and water — everything 
worth taking.” 
They pulled the canvas over thelr 
heads and found shelter under it 
from the wind and spray. One man 
stood watch as lookout. 

Later, they found three cases of 
lard floating together. They used 
the lard to cover their bodies and 
some ate it. 

Though the boat drifted without 
direction, they clung to their rou- 
tine of existence as the days and 
nights passed.

(The Cruiser Chicago was sunk 
January 30 south of Guadalcanal in 
the vicinity of Rennell Island. It 
was crippled by two torpedoes 
launched from planes in an attack 
the night of January 29 and fin- 
ished off by four aerial torpedoes 
the following day.) - 

Used Many Flares 
The Japanese took elaborate 
to illuminate the convoy as 
they did during the battle off Savo 
Isletid November 10-14, 1942. Re- 
tracking “4 oe.

dusk turned into blackness flares 
were dropped lighting up the ocean 
like a stage setting.

Russia’s army, only 25 years old, has 
won a place for itself in the hearts of 
Russians and of the United Nations and 
undoubtedly a prominent placé in history 
for its achievements. It is fighting for the 
Russian fatherland and has behind it the 
spiritand the resources of one gf the 
great nations of the earth. In this respect 
it is unlike the armies of ancient em- 
pires. The armieg of the ancient world 
‘were in great part mercenary but 
Russia’s ig a citizens’ army, an army of 
patriots. 

The service of the Russian army has 
won the admiration of the sister United 
Nations. The peoples that fight for the 
maintenance of freedom and for security 
find in the Russian people and in their 
armies the same spirit as manifests itself 
in the armies: and peoples of the other 
allies, All show the necessity of the 
supremacy of the right ideals in the 
people. China in the East has the same 
principle at work as the democracies in 
the West.

the Axis and also that “‘we are agreed on 
broad principles which underlie our col- 
lJaboration in peace.” 

So not only will Germany have to 
endure the triumph of the Russian and 
Allied armies but the Huns will have to 
endure and live peaceably in the world 
where the Hun will not be allowed to run 
riot. We see Russia, Britain, the United 
States and other Allies already agreed 
upon a post-war era which will be the 
expression of democratic ideals and the 
absolute negation of the foulness of: 
Nazism.

Knowing what Germany has done in 
enslaving overrun nations, knowing her 
brutality towards the Nazi-dominated 


‘peoples, knowing that Germany attacked 


Russia with the purpose of looting her, 
stil] Dr. Goebbels in a broadcast address 
tried-to frighten the Allied Nations by 
holding up Bolshevism as a menace, 

The minds of Hitler and Goebbelg are 
alike, so warped that they cannot under- 
stand that men and nations of the United 
Nations fight for principle and liberty. 
But Goebbels acts as if he had the notion 
he could weaken the bonds of Russia and 
the other United Nations. He does not 
realize that their bond is something to be 
respected and carried out to the fullest 
extent and that they scorn to be false, 

That Goebbels should think he could 
split the Allies with the pictures he drew, 
shows his folly and how. out of touch with 
the advancing world is Nazism. 

The criminal outlook of the Nazis 
makes it impossible for them to under- 
stand the plain principles of truth, honor 
and loyalty. Their blindness is the penalty 
they pay. It is that which will lead to

flouted and for which crime she must pay,

Today there are two things which 
every Canadian must place above all else.

Heroic deeds on the battlefield, endur- 
ing courage ‘on the high seas, deeds of 
mercy and healing in the field hospital— 
have full meaning only as we view them 
inthe light of ultimate victory and peace. 
It is no kindnesg to a dying man to bring 
him back into a world where he must 
repeatedly suffer the agonies of hunger 
and privation, the horror of wanton 
bombings—and in the end be engulfed by 
an all-conquering tide of destruction. It 
is no kindness to a starving boy or girl to 
provide food for a few months, only to 
have the boy fall prey to Axis cruelty, 
and the girl to Axis lust, 

In their magnificent sftuggle against 
the Japanese the Chinese have been fight- 
ing our battle as wel] as their own. Upon 
China today, more than any other nation 
on earth, rests the future destiny of the 
United Nations. We are insensible to 


these things because we do not yet realize |‘ 


that Japan isthe most powerful and the 
most dangerous enemy we face today, 

Germany, with all its boasted strength 
and courage, cracked in 1918—and can 
be made to crack again. But as Mr. Grew 
(former Ambassador from the United 
States to Japan) has repeatedly warned 
us, Japan will never crack, and can be 
defeated only by complete destruction of 
her far-flung military might. 

It ig China that has immobilized the 
largest part of Japan’s military forces, 
and day after day is waging an unrelent- 
ing war of attrition against them. Let us 
remember only China provides adequate 
bases for an effective land, sea, and air 
attack against Japan. 

If through exhaustion produced by 

more than a decade of war, or through 
lack of supplies, or from a feeling of 
hopelessness, China should be lost as an 
ally, the whole military picture would be 
instantly transformed, and the course of 
human history changed. 
. Even if we think no higher than our 
own selfish interests, we Canadians 
simply must give our Chinese allies every 
possible help. 

Yet there is a second thing that every 
Canadian can do and must do for our 
Chinese friends and allies, In 1943 we are 
asking the people of Canada to contribute 
through The Chinese War Relief Fund 
every cent possible to the relief of China; 
funds that will not only relieve the vast 
suffering for the Chinese people but also 
act as a humble tribute to their magnifi- 
cent courage and endurance, to give them 
new strength to carry on till final Victory 


‘is won, 


Yet there is one thing more important 
even than winning the war. It is that 
when all the fighting and destruction are 
over the nations of the world may some- 
how establish a peace that will make for- 
ever impossible the recurrence of such a 
holocaust as is now consuming the world. 
As wars can be fought only in hatred, 
enduring peace can be achieved. only in 
friendship. Even greater than the worth 
of China’s alliance in war is the value of 
her friendship in peace. With her 450,- 


000,000 people, China _ will emerge from’ 


this conflict the strongest nation in Asia. 
Our two great . democratic peace-loving 
peoples, working and planning together 
in mutua] understanding and friendship, 
can help lay foundations for a wise and 
beneficent peace that will endure through 
the centuries. To that end, we must gain 
and keep China’s goodwill and friendship 
now.—In this the hour of her need let us 
rally to her aid.

The intensity of modern war, the vast 
extent: of the Russian front and theatre of 
war, the nature of the movements and the 
fire-power of the weapons of today have 
cut deep inroads upon the. strength of the 
German fornes. Events of these latter 
‘days have shown how the sweeping move- 
ments of the Russians have been costly to 
the Axis.

The guarantee for Czecho-Slo- 
vakia is a denial that the Russians 
want to expand into Central Eur- 
ope.

Actually what Stalin claims is ex- 
actly what Hitler conceded him at 
the time of the Russo-German pact. 
It ts a consistent Russian plan, It 
fs what the Russians tricd to re- 
cover of their historlo tertitory af- 
ter the German deféat in the last 
war—and-were prevented from get- 
ting by Western intervention. It 
is what they again tried to re- 
cover in negotiations with both the 
British and the Germans in 1939. 

This statement of political aims 
occurs in an account of the mili- 
tary situation. Stalin, as always, 
1s cautious, He makes, however, 
three claims: First, that the Rus- 
stans will drive the Germans. out 
of Russia alone, and.regardiess of 
any action taken by the Allies. Sec- 
ond, that the Russian and German 
armies have reached equality—both 
as ton rs of trained men, and 
material, and that the training and 
strategy of the Russians 1s supe- 
rior. Third, that the Germans will 
not be allowed to build a new de- 
fence line. e 


To Give No Respite. 

Stalin does not say it will be 
easy. He says.the enemy has suf- 
fered defeat, but Is not yet con- 
quered. “They can recover if we 
allow them, time to recover”. But 
he repeats that the Russians will 
not give the Germans time to bulld

The government is considering a 
plan to conserve materials by elim- 
inating frills on book matches and 
reducing the length of the sticks.

The “Jervis Bay’s’’ action lasted but ten minutes, but that was 
‘time enough to permit almost all of the thirty-eight ships of 
the convoy to scatter to safety. It foiled the German in his

Audacious attack, against great odds, was the prime factor in 
the engagement. Something clsc—of chemical origin—gave 
material aid. As the “Jervis Bay"* closed with the pocket battle- 
ship, some of the crew dropped cylindrical objects over the 
stern, into the water. Almost instantly great clouds of white 
vapour started to rise, screening the ships of the convoy—a 
* friendly fog-screen through which they sped to safery. 

The cylindrical objects were *'smoke floats”; they contained 
a chemical mixture, one of the ingredients of which was Hexa- 
chlorethane—a five syllable word for 2 product that is made from 
Chlorine.

To ‘Be Given 
Increased Grants 


Toronto, Feb. 25 — (CP) — Hon, 
T. B. McQuésten, Ontario Highways 
Minister, told the annual meeting 
of the Ontario Good Roads Associ- 
ation here Wednesday that the pro- 
vincial government is preparing for 
“a somewhat increased grant” to 
municipalities for highways main- 
tenance. 

Assistance in bearing the “exclu- 
sive” cost of snow removal this year 
also was promised by Mr. McQues- 
ten who revealed Ontario municl- 
palities have reduced their deben- 
ture debts by $200,000,000 since 
1934. ‘ 

“We recognize that certain exist- 
ing road conditions must be: taken 
care of and that municipalities can- 
not be expected to bear the full cost 
of ‘such improvements,” he said. 

He stated“ that since 1934 the 
debt of Ontario municipalities has 
been reduced from $500,000,000 to 
$300,000,000 with $57,000,000 of this

London, Feb. 26 — (CP Cable)— 
A statement by R. R. Stokes,, labor, 
in the House of Commons that Bri- 
taln's position regarding tank pro- 
duction Is worse than it was two 
years ago drew an instant denial 
yesterday from war secretary Sir 
James Grigg. 

“Some of the developments he de- 
mands and says arc being com- 
pletely neglected have been going 
on for months," Sir James declar- 
ed. 

Criticizing the government's tank 
policy, Stokes declared: “I think 
this scandal is worse than the shell 
scandal of the last war and I hope 
that public opinion will be aroused 
and that the people will rise in 
thelr wrath and insist that a‘ full 
and proper inquiry shall be held in- 
to the whole situation.” 

Stokes charged that the machine- 
gun of the Churchill tank (the type 
used by Canadians in Britain) fired 
in only one direction and compared 
the driver to a man with blinkers 
who could not see from side to side. 

“The tank requires a man with a 
red flag to go in front,” he said, 
adding: “I understand only a hand- 
ful of A22 (Churchil!) tanks went 
into action at Alamein (Libya) and 
of those 80 per cent broke down.”

Hitler’s Desperation d 

The language of Hitler wag heard, but 
his coarse voice and the- bodily presence 
of the chief Nazi were not at Munich on 
the 28rd anniversary of the founding of 
Nazism. For the second time in less than 
a month, Hitler explained Wednesday in 
a read address that he was still “with the 
German soldiers in the east” because “it 
is there that the fate of Germany and 
Europe will be, decided.” Like other Ger- 
mans of late, he stressed the scene in 
East Europe where Germany has. lost so 
much of hard-won gains and suffered so 
heavily in troops and equipment, 

His speech was couched in words.of 
sound and fury and superlatives. It was 
boastful, heartless and ruthless’ ! But its 
ruthlessness went hand in hand with the 
evidence. of a spirit in Germany which 
signified that all ig not well. There was 
no confidence, no quiet sense of coming 


to enlighten “places where enlightenment 
has been rejected” and that it has “to 
break terror with tenfold terror.” It was 
a hard road he painted for Germany. He 
spoke with the mind of a fanatic and de- 
feated man and his speech referred to 
“traitors” who have to be extinguished 
“whoever they be and whatever their 
disguise who follow aims hostile to the 
people.” Germany was not yet roused “to 
the greatness of its danger,” and he point- 
ed out the necessity “to instil strength 
into weak characters and ruthlessly to 
destroy saboteurs.” ; 

Ruthlessly he reiterated his old charge 
that “the Jewish world coalition” was to 
blame for the war. and he vaguely re- 
marked “that we shall not scruple about 
foreign lives when such sacrifices are ex- 
acted from our own lives.” What he 
meant ig not clear in detail and no doubt 
the thought was left intentionally half 
expressed. 

_ The language shows all the signs of 
egomania. He saw or pretended he saw 
himself. as the leader chosen by destiny 
for the task, which as usual he links up 
with the German people. He admitted his 
fanaticism and said that he inspired his 
‘party followers with his fanaticism and 
that it still inspired’ him with the same 
intensity as ever and “it will never leave 
me as long as I live.” 

This fanatical figure exalts himself 
above all men claiming that without his 
fanaticism “I could not have survived all 
the obstacles and assaults on the power 
‘of Germany and crowned them with 
victories such as world history has never 
witnessed and at the same time borne the 
sorrows which perepe would have 
broken countless strong natures.’ This 
view he has cleverly always tried to 
inculcate in the German people. The 
other carefully exploited Hitler doctrine 
that German armies were invincible has 
long since been exploded.

In the same way 
Russian national character 
changed between 1918 and 1940. 

Changed social conditions and 
changes in education brought 
about changed national character, 
Professor Hart stated, 

Would Blame Kipling, Sgt, York 

The speaker made reference to a 
recent article in the magazine 
“New Yorker’ which stated that 
“if we lost the war it was the fault 
of Kipling and Sergeant York, be- 
cause of the fact that Kipling sald 
a white man was worth ten Jap- 
anese and because Sergeant York, 
with his squirrel gun, could fight 
his way through any cannons.” 

Not Heridlitary 

The characteristics of races eg. 
the excitable Frenchman, the lazy 
Irishman, the tall and = quiet 
Englishman from Oxford, the 
music loving Italian, were not 
heriditary but were conditions 
fermed because of the environment 
in which they grew up. Scientific 
findings say that they are not 
matters of a heriditary nature but 
of conditioning, 

As tong as children are brought 
up believing that there are good 
races and bad races there will be 
wars, Professor Hart pointed out. 
Bring them up, he sald, with the 
one idea that there is a human 
race, History in schools should 
therefore be taught more realisti- 
cally, The speaker concluded with 
the fact that civilization of today
